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Adult use 
zoning is 
changed

After much deliberation, 
councilmembers decided June 
11 to approve a zoning amend- 
ment for adult use regulation 
which would affect adult-only 
facilities in the city. 

The purpose of the ordinance 
is to regulate adult uses in 
order to promote the health, 
safety and general welfare of 
Romulus residents, according 
to city attorney Norman Kohl- 
strand. 

“And to protect against the 
spread of blight and to pre- 
serve the quality of suburban 
life,” Kohlstrand said. “This 
ordinance does not condone or 
legitimize the distribution of 
obscene material, nor does this 
ordinance restrict or deny ac- 
cess by adults to such mate- 
rials and communication as is 
protected by the First Amend- 
ment. ' 

Within the proposed amend- 
ment are the following stipula- 
tions for adult use facilities: 

• Must be 500 feet from any 
single-family or multiple- 
family residential zone. 

• Must be 500 feet from any 
public or private school. 

• Must be 500 feet from any 
church or other religious facil- 
ity or institution. 

• Must be 500 feet from any 
public park. 

• Must be 1,000 feet from any 
other adult use. 

Kohlstrand prepared the 
proposed amendment which in- 
cluded a conglomeration of stu- 
dies gathered by various com- 
munities in regards to the adult 
use regulation. 

‘‘There is an indication, 
based on the subjective opin- 
ions of real estate appraisers 
and lenders, that the introduc- 
tion of an adult business into an 
area adjacent to a family- 
oriented, owner-occupied re- 
sidential neighborhoods may 
precipitate a transition to a 
more transient, renter- 
occupied neighborhood,” Kohl- 
strand said. 

The conclusions of the stu- 
dies include: 

• Adult use establishments 
have a deleterious effect on the 
surrounding area. 

• Adult use establishments 
cause an increase in observed 
blight. 

• Adult use establishments 
diminish property values. 

• Adult use establishments 
cause an increase in crime, 
which further diminishes prop- 
erty values and leads to prog- 
ressively increased blight. 
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Romulus residents will face 
re-inspection of city homes

If you haven’t already, you 
may soon hear a knock on your 
door. 

Department of Assessment 
data collectors are conducting 
a re-inspection of houses 
throughout the city. 

The purpose of this state- 
mandated inspection and 
measurement is to update city 
records. 

“It has been 20 years since a 
measurement of properties 
was made, and it is important 
our records be made current,” 
said Matthew Raftary, direc- 
tor of the Department of 
Assessment. 

Each residence should ex- 
pect a visit from a city-trained 
data collector, who will arrive 
at the door with picture identi- 
fication. In their job, they will 
take measurements of the in- 
side and outside of the build- 
ings and record such data as: 
height, roof type, type of sid- 
ing, number of bedrooms and 
bathrooms. 

According to Raftary. it is 
important residents allow the 
data collectors to visually

verify the interior characteris- 
tics of the structures so all de- 
fects in the property may be 
pointed out and a fair judgment 
may be made as to the condi- 
tion of the home. 

If the resident is not at home, 
the data collector will measure 
the structure from the outside 
and estimate the characteris- 
tics for the property based on 
their observations. 

A post card listing the re- 
quired information will also be 
left at the door to be filled out 


by the resident and returned to 
the city for verification. 

“It is important for the resi- 
dents to remember that the 
data collectors are not apprais- 
ers, they are simply indi- 
viduals trained to collect in- 
formation which is necessary 
for the city to update its re- 
cords." Raftary said. 

“I would also like to remind 
residents that this re- 
inspection does not necessarily 
mean a tax increase. 

In fact, because of the 
“assessment freeze" enacted 
by the Michigan Legislature 
for 1992, there will be no adjust- 
ments as a result of this re- 
measurement and re- 
inspection until 1993.

So residents are aware of an 
approximate arrival time of 
the data collectors, a letter will

Pay delay irks 
local teachers

Another dispute arose in the 
schools Friday, as teachers be- 
lieved their final checks were 
being withheld after 131 of 
them called in sick June 10. 

“Apparently, they thought 
(the school administration) was 
so angry with them that we did 
not plan to pay them at all,” 
said William Bedell, superin- 
tendent of schools. 

But that wasn’t the case. 
Although there was a delay in 
handing out checks and 
teachers did not get paid for the 
day they called in, they did re- 
ceive their regular checks be- 
fore the end of the school day. 

‘‘The delay occurred be- 
cause teachers refused to sign 
a statement stating they will 
not apply for workers com- 
pensation while school is out,” 
Bedell said. 

‘We didn't think it was neces- 
sary to sign an agreement not 
to collect compensation be- 
cause not one of us has done 
that in the past and we have no 
intentions of doing it in the fu- 
ture,” explained Rosemarie 
Nettle, president of the 
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The delay occurred 
because teachers re- 
fused to sign a state- 
ment stating they will 
not apply for workers 
compensation while 
school is out.

teachers union. 

Nettle proceeded to call 
school board members and a 
decision was reached that 
teachers did not have to sign 
the agreement, and checks 
were issued by the end of the 
day. 

As far as taking the day off 
was concerned, teachers said 
the sick day was an effort to 
remind the school administra- 
tion they want a contract. They 
have been without one since 
1987. 

"The issue is salaries and be- 
nefits,” said George Trudell,

City names Allison 
as new fire marshal

The Romulus Fire Depart- 
ment has a new fire marshal 
who says he enjoys helping 
people. 

David Allison, 36, is a Romu- 
lus Senior High School gradu- 
ate. In 1979, he started as a 
volunteer with the Romulus 
Fire Department. In 1988, he 
became a sergeant and six 
months later was named cap- 
tain. 

“I took a six-month leave of 
absence to further some busi- 
ness I was involved with 
around that time, but then I 
came back to the department 
as a firefighter," Allison said. 

The way a firefighter hand- 
les a potentially hazardous 
situation in the 1990s is diffe- 
rent from when Allison started 
as a volunteer. 

“Through training you learn 
how to handle various situa- 
tions,” Allison said. “The main 
differences from when I first 
started are before we use to 
wear high-top boots, but now 
we wear insulated pants for 
more protection. 

"Firefighters would also 
train to put out fires in abandon 
houses while the fire was in a 
controlled situation, but that 
changed because the state put 
a stop to it around 1987 when 
firefighters died during a prac- 


tice fire in the Wixom area.” 

Firefighters today learn ab- 
out chemicals and how to deal 
with hazardous fire situations 
in the classroom through use of 
video and textbooks. 

“There are so many chemic- 
als you have to learn, especial- 
ly with all the synthetics 
around in the houses, you find 
more toxic chemicals,” Allison 
said. “It used to be when you 
arrive at a fire, firefighters 
would just run in and eat smoke 
as portrayed in the movie 
“Backdraft.” Now, however, 
we take a minute to review the 
scene, and we wear our hel- 
mets and masks and other 
equipment when we go in.” 

The worse situation Allison 
seen as a firefighter was the 
Flight 255 tragedy at Detroit 
Wayne County Metropolitan 
Airport where only one passen- 
ger survived. 

"There were a lot of in- 
juries,” Allison said. “You 
don’t forget something like 
that ” 

As the Romulus fire mar- 
shal, Allison will educate the 
public on how to prevent fires 
Although he enjoys the added 
responsibilities, he said he will 
miss going on the runs. 

"I hated leaving that part of 
the job, but now, hopefully, I 
can help to prevent the fires be- 
fore they happen by educating 
the residents.”

Scam involves refunds

What could be worse than af- 
ter receiving your tax return, 
you discover you really owe 
money? 

That's exactly what hap- 
pened to four Michigan resi- 
dents. 

And Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice officials warn it could hap- 
pen to you, if you’re not careful . 

“It happens every year,” 
IRS spokeswoman Sarah Wre- 
ford said. “There have already 
been four instances in 
Michigan.” 

Wreford could not reveal the 
areas these instances occurred 
because it would jeopardize the 
current IRS investigation. 

But she did reveal one of the 
communities is Downriver. 

Every year after people re- 
ceive their income tax refunds, 
the scam usually begins, 
according to Wreford. 

“They will typically call and 
say that they are from the IRS, 
and that they just audited the 
person’s 1989 or 1990 tax re- 
turns,” she said. “Then they 
will tell them that they owe 
additional money.” 

The phony tax officers tell 
the tax filer they will stop by 
their house, with a copy of the 
audit report. They also tell 
them they will pick up the 
money. 

“Most people have just re- 
ceived their refund checks and 
they have additional money,” 
Wreford said. 


They ask the person pay the 
additional dollars in cash. 

“In the past, it has typically 
been anywhere from $500 to 
$3,000,” she said. 

Wreford is warning people to 
be on the lookout for phony IRS 
employees. 

“I suppose when someone 
says that they are from the 
IRS, some people take that at 
face value," she said. 

All IRS employees must im- 
mediately show IRS creden- 
tials. If they do not have 
credentials, Wreford said resi- 
dents should not allow them 
into their home, or give or take 
anything from them. 

IRS credentials look similar 
to FBI credentials. They are 
usually in a leather billfold, 
and are shown when the billfold 
is opened. 

“The credentials the IRS em- 
ployees carry are shown im- 
mediately when they arrive. 
They are very distinctive. They 
have a photo, the person’s 
name and job title,” she said. 

People who owe money to the 
IRS will receive written noti- 
fication before they are con- 
tacted in person, according to 
Wreford. 

Anyone who has doubts about 
credentials they are shown 
should contact the Internal 
Security Division of the IRS by 
calling 226-7340. If there is no 
answer at the Detroit office, 
call the office in Cincinnati col- 
lect at 513-684-3564. 


Campaign to begin

An advertising campaign 
against violence will soon be 
hitting the streets throughout 
southeast Michigan. 

The Michigan Department of 
Public Health, in partnership 
with the Wayne County Office 
on Violence Reduction, is laun- 
ching the campaign to spread 
the message that violence is 
preventable and avoidable. 

Set to begin July 1 and run 
through September, the ads 
are designed not only to en- 
courage people to walk away 
from violence, but also to 
promote the belief that such 
impetuous behavior is an un- 
acceptable way to resolve con- 
flict. 

“Although violence has re- 
ceived substantial attention, 
there are very few organiza- 
tions locally, statewide or 
nationally which have sup- 
ported a campaign that helps 
young people deal with this de- 
vastating problem,” said Ver- 
nice Davis Anthony, director of 
the Michigan Department of 
Public Health. 


Developed by Brogan and 
Partners Advertising Consul- 
tancy Inc. of Southfield, the 
core message of the five hard- 
hitting, 30-second television 
spots is: “Walk away from vio- 
lence. Don’t get carried 
away.” 

With a combination of 
$125,000 worth of innovative 
television and cable spots, as 
well as billboards placed 
throughout southeast Michi- 
gan, the campaign will target 
15- to 24-year-olds. 

“Homicide is a leading cause 
of death for blacks aged 15 to 
24, and the majority of those 
murders occur in the southeast 
corner of our state,” Anthony 
said. In fact, with a homicide 
rate among young black men of 
231.6 per 100,000 people, Michi- 
gan far outranks any other 
state in the nation and at least 
21 other developed countries as 
far as this issue is concerned. 

“It is important to teach our 
young people that it is OK to 
walk away from violence, but 
we also have to teach them 
how,” said Bernard N. Kilpat- 
rick, assistant Wayne County 
executive for Health and Com- 
munity Services.

uniserve director for the 
Wayne County Michigan 
Education Association and the 
National Education Associa- 
tion. 

‘‘The employer told us we 
would be getting salaries com- 
petitive with other communi- 
ties within the WCMEA and 
NEA,” he said. 

So teachers are holding out 
for a settlement which would 
include a 6-percent increase 
and a contract which would ex- 
tend for the next five years. 

“They are taking the position 
that three years ago, we were 
an in-formula district, and we 
should pay them the equivalent 
to what schools like Birming- 
ham were making at the time,” 
Bedell said. 

He said although they have 
been without a contract for four 
years, the school administra- 
tion has been giving raises, and 
85 percent of the teachers are 
now at maximum salaries of 
$49,547. 

Because of their “sick day,” 
a word of caution was given to 
the teachers in a letter from the 
Board of Education. 

A decision has not yet been 
made as to whether or not disci- 
plinary action will be taken 
against the teachers.

School construction plans presented

Officials from Greiner Inc., a 
Grand Rapids-based 
architectural firm, recently 
presented an update on con- 
struction plans for the Romu- 
lus School District. 

Greiner Vice President 
Charles Olson informed the 
Romulus School Board about 
the modification process to the 
heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning systems at Romu- 
lus Junior High School and 
Wick, Hale Creek and Barth 
elementary schools. 

In the mid 1970s, Romulus 
Junior High School and the 
three elementary schools were 
constructed with a packaged 
rooftop multi-zone heat and 
cooling system which was 
popular for that period, accord- 


ing to Greiner. 

“There are a total of 20 units 
on the junior high school, 15 
multi-zone units capable of air 
conditioning and five single- 
zone heating only units,” Olson 
said. "The typical school de- 
sign then was of a square con- 
figuration, which was consi- 
dered to be a more efficient use 
of space.” 

While the systems appeared 
to be inexpensive and popular 
in the 1970s, the units were 
actually not as reliable and ex- 
tremely difficult for personnel 
to maintain and service out- 
doors, according to Olson. 

“The gas heat exchangers on 
these units were not able to 
handle a percentage of ventila- 
tion air as required for a school 
building without metal fati- 
gue,” Olson said. “Many of the 
building designs were just not 


Council supports Social 
Security exemption

Romulus councilmembers 
supported House Resolution 
1771 June 11 which is geared to- 
ward expanding the Social 
Security exemption for elec- 
tion workers from $100 to $500. 

Recently the International 
Municipal Clerks also gave the 
thumbs up for the resolution at 
a meeting in Grand Rapids. 
Currently 1.49 percent is de- 
ducted for Medicare from elec- 
tion workers paychecks with 
the first $100, according to City 
Clerk Linda Choate. 

“However, if a person works 
two elections or earns more 
than $100 in one year, then the 
1.49 percent is deducted re- 
troactive to include the first 
$100,” Choate said. “For elec- 
tion chairmen who earn $90 per 
election, the 1.49 percent 
equals $2.68 deducted from 
their second paycheck.” 

For inspectors who earn $65 
per election, the deduction is 
$1.93. This amount is also 
matched by the city, Choate 
said. 

“Effective July 1, 1991, the 
deduction will be increased to 


7.65 percent (more than a 500 
percent increase) for Social 
Security,” Choate said. 
“Chairmen will pay $13.48 for 
Social Security leaving them 
$76.52 and inspectors will pay 
$9.95, and their net pay will be 
$55.06.” 

The matching cost for the 
city will increase from $216 to 
$1,112. The cost of conducting 
elections is slowly becoming 
prohibitive, according to 
Choate. 

“The majority of election 
workers nationwide are senior 
citizens living on a fixed in- 
come,” Choate said. “They re- 
ceive a very modest wage and 
work only a few days a year. 

“Because of the stress and 
the responsibility, it becomes 
more and more difficult to re- 
cruit qualified people willing to 
work 16-hour days at minimum 
wage.” 

Choate said about two years 
ago, in a memo from Secretary 
of State Richard Austin, he sug- 
gested in order to make the 
position of a poll worker more 
attractive, city clerks may 
have to resort to providing 
transportation and arranging 
baby sitters.

suitable for all air systems.” 

Four options are being consi- 
dered for the schools: 

• One option used by some 
schools with rooftop multi-zone 
units is to remove the gas fur- 
naces and install a hot water 
coil and provide a boiler heat- 
ing system to generate hot wa- 
ter for these coils. 

• The second option is to re- 
place the existing Nesbitt roof- 
top multi-zone units with newer 
and high-quality units, which 
have been specifically de- 
veloped to update systems such 
as Nesbitt. 

• The third option is to re- 
move the present system and 
install conventional multi-zone 
air-handling units. 

• The fourth option is to in- 
stall water source heat pumps 
and the complete removal of 
the rooftop multi-zone system. 


The installation of a boiler for 
supplemental heating would be 
essentially the same as in all 
the above options. 

Cost for each option per 
school is as follows: 

• The first option will cost ab- 
out $300,000 per school. 

• The second option will cost 
about $750,000 per school. 

• The third option will cost 
about $1 million per school. 

• The fourth option will cost 
about $1.5 million per school. 

Renovation and new con- 
struction for all Romulus 
schools will be staged through- 
out the summer. 

On June 17, the demolition 
and restructuring process be- 
gan for Barth, Hale Creek and 
Wick elementary schools. The 
demolition process involved 
the restructuring of the media 
center, according to Commun- 


ity Relations Director Art 
McPharlin. 

“There will be a reading 
area, office, two conference 
rooms, a teacher’s work room, 
a learning area and a technolo- 
gy room,” McPharlin said. 

On Sept. 15, construction of 
the new athletic complex at the 
high school will begin as well as 
the restricting of the media 
center at the high school and 
construction of a new gymna- 
sium at Cory and Merriman 
elementary schools. 

All this construction is phase 
one of the project which is 
targeted to be completed by 
November 1992. 

Phase two of the project is 
the renovation of the Romulus 
Junior High and Senior High. 
Phase two is expected to begin 
March 1992 and be completed 
by September 1993.

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New legislation to cut local off-road 
vehicle sales, dealers say

Local off-road and all-terrain 
vehicle users must contend 
with a new law which limits 
OR V operations on state land to 
specifically marked roads and 
trails. 

Under the new law, ORV us- 
ers may ride only on state land 
posted as open. The Upper 
Peninsula is exempt from all 
“closed unless posted open” 
policies. 

“The aim of the law is to pro- 
tect against land erosion and 
foliage from being tom away,” 
said Tom LaRosa, committee 
aid to State Rep. Tom Alley (D- 
West Branch), who sponsored 
the house bill 

The large, knobby tires on 
ORVs and ATVs have chewed 
up some state forest lands, 
causing, according to some, 
millions of dollars in damage. 

The new law makes provi- 


sions for trails where ORV us- 
ers can enjoy their hobby, 
according to LaRosa. 

Today, the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources is 
preparing a direct-mail cam- 
paign to all 200,000 registered 
ORV and ATV users in the 
state. The DNR will send users 
a synopsis of the changes in the 
law and information on the 
ORV mapping and route 
system. 

Before the law, many oper- 
ators used state land north of 
Bay City; however, ORV en- 
thusiasts must now look for the 
posted signs. 

Area ORV dealers, however, 
feel the new law will cut into 
sales. 

“Sales will go down about 25 
percent,” said Randy Richard- 
son, sales manager of Rosenau 
Power Sports in Dearborn 
Heights. He says literature ab- 
out the recent law change is 
available to customers at the 
dealership. 


The MDNR is updating its 
“Michigan ORV Guide” to re- 
flect changes in the law. To re- 
ceive a copy or new informa- 
tion, call the DNR information 
center at 517-373-1220. 

For convicted violators, a 
fine will be levied ranging from 
$50 to a maximum of $1,000 
and/or 90 days in jail. 

The new legislation also calls 
for stricter safety precautions. 
A safety certificate will be re- 
quired for all ORV operators. 

Legislators also increased 
the age for users to 16 years of 
age. No one younger than 16 
may operate a ATV three- 
wheeler at anytime, according 
to Sgt. Alan Marble of the DNR 
law enforcement division. 

ORV operators younger than 
16 years old may do so only 
under the direct supervision of 
an adult, which means “within 
eye contact” of an adult. 

“This will encourage groups 
and families to use the vehicles 
together,” Marble said.

Book early for trip

Although the Winter Olympic 
Games are several months 
away, travelers who plan to 
attend the 1992 games should 
make their reservations soon. 

“There are a limited number 
of accommodations available 
in Albertville and Savoie, 
France, for the Feb. 8 to 23 
games, and also limited 
accommodations for the July 
25 to Aug. 9 Olympiad in Barce- 
lona, Spain,” said Gary Samp- 
son of Adventure Travel in Bel- 
leville.

Guilty until 
proven innocent 

Victory sometimes isn’t as sweet as it ought to be. 

That’s our conclusion after watching several events in 
our coverage area lately and being subjected to a great deal 
of public scrutiny ourselves. 

Recently members of the Wayne City Council were bar- 
raged with bad publicity and accused of deeds bordering on 
malfeasance of office. These seven individuals withstood 
the slings and arrows hurled at them at public meetings and 
in courtrooms and recently won another round in the legal 
battle to recall them from office. They’ve been harangued, 
gossiped about and insulted. Their privacy has been in- 
vaded, their lives subjected to turmoil and their very moral 
fiber questioned. Each of them has withstood the pressure 
in their own way, admirably we might add. 

In the Wayne-Westland schools, three incumbent school 
board members made a sacrifice not commonly seen when 
* they voted to place an extremely unpopular millage on the 
ballot for the fourth time. Each of these individuals knew 
that supporting this request for funds was the kiss of death 
for their election campaigns. Each examined their mo- 
tives, their goals and concluded that their real purpose was 
to best serve the students in the district, even if that meant 
giving up office themselves. 

The sacrifice of these three for the greater good resulted 
in an approval of the millage and 72 school employees have 
been recalled because of their actions. Additionally, all the 
members of the school board and the superintendent have 
been accused of mismanagement of the district funds and 
poor spending practices. Yet an independent survey re- 
ported this week that money there was handled in an 
appropriate and wise manner. 

Each of these people, however, will live forever with the 
taint of being accused of wrongdoing or improper conduct. 
None of them will ever be able to forget the accusations or 
dismiss the gossip which circulated about them, their fami- 
lies and their lives. Each has encountered the abundantly 
clear evidence which proves that today an accusation alone 
stands as an indictment in the minds of most of the public. 

The courtroom triumph in Wayne, the approval of the 
school millage and the vindication of the auditing commit- 
tee are somewhat hollow victories for those who have suf- 
fered the accusations of wrongdoing,, been voted out of 
office or publicly criticized and ridiculed. 

This week, the owner and president of our newspapers 
was accused of a federal crime. We know he is innocent. We 
know from where and why this accusation was lodged, and 
we know, too, that our system of justice will eventually 
determine his innocence. 

But this accusation alone will forever remain a stigma on 
his reputation and his credibility. His integrity will be ques- 
tioned by those more interested in gossip and innuendo than 
fact for many years if not indefinitely. 

Like those we have mentioned and so many others, the 
charge alone is often more traumatic and damaging than 
the question of guilt or innocence in our society today. 

We applaud the conduct of those who have withstood with 
dignity, personal ethics and a sense of self the slings and 
arrows heaved at them by those fully aware of the damage 
their accusations have caused. 

We will sincerely attempt to follow their example. 

Not a SMART move 

The recent threat to the very existence of the Nankin 
Transit Authority by lack of funding is a deplorable situa- 
tion indeed. 

While we are certainly aware of the budgetary con- 
straints which face each of our communities involved in the 
authority, we would urge funding for the valuable and vital 
service if at all possible. 

The Nankin Transit Authority is, in many instances, the 
only means of transportaion available to senior citizens and 
the handicapped in our area. To them, it is their independ- 
ence, their freedom and a major contributor to their efforts 
to continue to exist with some small measure of personal 
independence and freedom. 

If there is any means of protecting this service for them, 
we would hope that our local municipalities would make 
every effort to keep this service alive and available.

Teammate Scott Bright was 
standing on second base when 
Gundry launched his blast. The 
two runs put Salem ahead for 
good. Bright also drove in a run 
in the game. 

Belisle grew in confidence 
with the lead and went on to 
dominate the Rochester lineup. 

“When you don't walk any- 


one and the kids make the 
plays, it makes it tough to 
score.” Rochester Coach Bob 
Dieters said. 

Salem advanced to the finals 
by defeating a strong Grosse 
Pointe North team earlier in 
the day. The Rocks ended the 
season with a 27-6 record 
overall.

Millage approval unlocks Wayne-Westland athletic power

With three strikes on them, 
how could the Wayne-Westland 
athletes believe they could 
reach first base? 

Or even win the game. 

But Wayne-Westland high 
school athletes did win a major 
victory last week. Thanks to 
the voters in the school district. 

On their fourth trip to the 
polls, the voters approved a 
millage hike that sounded the 
knell for the pay-to-play policy, 
and coaches said they are look- 
ing optimistically at the pros- 
pects for the 1991-92 school year 
and season. 

“Obiviously, we’re very 
pleased to get the support of the 
voters," Wayne Memorial 
Athletic Director William 
Hawley said. “These have not 
been easy days for our 
coaching staff and players. 
Pay-to-play has been bad news 
for all of us. 


“It’s been very difficult, to 
say the least, to get people 
motivated around here. But we 
survived. Now this thing is be- 
hind us." 

Because of a financial 
crunch, athletes in the Wayne- 
Westland school district were 
asked to help defray the costs 
of the athletic programs during 
the 1990-91 school year. 

Because of the policy, many 
young athletes were forced to 
the sidelines because they 
couldn’t afford to participate. 

Thanks to 7,769 voters, who 
approved a 7.75-mill increase 
(7,000 voted against the propos- 
al), the pay-to-play policy will 
be buried, school board offi- 
cials say. 

A mill is a $1 tax levy for ev- 
ery $1,000 of assessed evalua- 
tion of property. 

Jerry Szuk’aitis, athletic 
director at Westland John 
Glenn, also was elated by the 
millage victory. It had been the 
fourth time in recent years the 


proposition had appeared on 
the ballot. 

“This means our athletic 
programs will go back to the 
1989-90 season,” Szukiatissaid. 

During that school year, the 
Rockets not only had quality 
but numbers in their ranks. 
Glenn has always fielded quali- 
ty teams in most of the sports. 
In fact, Coach Chuck Gordon is 
one of the most successful high 
school football coaches in the 
area. 

The Rocket track teams have 
dominated the Western Lakes 
Conference in recent years, 
and Norm Hoenes’ teams have 
been ranked among the best in 
the state.
